To the Honorable the Senate and the House of Bepresentativea in General Court 

assembled: 

The seventh annual report of the Board of Prison Commissioners is 
herewith respectfully submitted. 

All the financial tables that concern the State institutions mentioned 
in this report embrace a period from Dec. 1, 1906, to Nov. 30, 1907. The 
statistics, including the figures relative to the commitments of prisoners, 
the arrests, the probation cases, and the work of the courts, cover a year 
beginning Oct. 1, 1906, and ending on Sept. 30, 1907 ; it has been assumed 
that for all purposes of information on these subjects the old year is as 
good as the new, and that the period prescribed imder the act establishing 
the fiscal year applies only to the money transactions. As stated last year, 
if it should be construed that all the details of the report must be limited 
to the new fiscal year, this Board would ask for special exception in respect 
to the statistics and all the matters concerning the coimty prisons. 

The report will show that the whole number of sentences to all the 
prisons was 27,718, an increase of 819, as compared with the number last 
year. There was an additional number of 66 for crimes against the per- 
son, a decrease of 98 for crimes against property, and an increase of 851 
for crimes against public order, etc. On Sept. 30, 1907, the number of 
prisoners in custody was 6,095, being 52 less than on the corresponding 
date in 1906. At the end of the fiscal year the number in custody was 
6,112, being 94 less than in 1906. 

State Prison. 

The State Prison population is smaller than was reported last year. 
The fiscal year began with 833, but on November 30 last there were only 
798 in 'custody. At the present time there is no condition of overcrowding, 
and no need of any enlargement either in cell room or working places. In 
a special report, submitted to the General Court earlier in this month, the 
subject of a new State Prison is fully considered, and it has been con-

eluded in that document that there is no present urgency that would war- 
rant the enormous outlay that would be needed to provide a new prison. 
There is no idleness in the present place, and the general health of the in- 
stitution remains as for many^ many years, — in good condition. When 
the hospital at Rutland was ready for occupancy last year, only five pris- 
oners were selected by the physician as suitable subjects for transfer to 
that place; this is sufficient testimony on the subject of health to make a 
further reference unnecessary. 

The number of habitual criminals now in the State Prison has been 
reduced to nine. Of these, six were sentenced under the old law, which 
prescribed a fixed term of twenty-five years, and three under the statute 
of 1904, which provided that the penalty should be the maximum term for 
the latest offence. During the year several prisoners have been sentenced 
to the State Prison for the third, fourth and sixth times, but only one has 
been committed as an habitual criminal. The Governor and Council have 
released three habitual criminals since the last report. 

There are very few prisoners now remaining who are subject to the 
parole law, which is limited in its application to term sentences. As all 
sentences have been awarded in the maximum and TninimuTn form since 
Jan. 1, 1896, the prisoners who might have been released on parole are 
now very few in number, and of these some received sentences of such 
great length that they will not be subjects of parole for years to come. 

Early in this month a slight fire took place in a workshop at the State 
Prison. An alarm was quickly given, the fire department responded 
promptly, and the fire was confined to the section of the shop buildings 
where it originated. Only three rooms were materiaUy damaged, but in 
some of these the contents were entirely destroyed. The building was con- 
siderably injured, but after careful inspection the chairman and the warden 
reached the conclusion that no special appropriation would be needed for 
repairs. It was fortunate that no greater injury was sustained by the fire, 
and the escape from great loss was due to the precautions taken by the 
warden, and the energy in securing the help of the fire department. It is 
proper to take advantage of this incident to say that the prison authorities 
are under obligation to the district police department for the prompt and 
ready response that office has always made to our request for suggestions 
and assistance in providing safeguards against fire ; and this acknowledg- 
ment applies not only to the State Prison, but to the institutions at Sher- 
born. Concord and Rutland, in all of which places the district police have 
given valuable assistance. 
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Massachusetts Beformatory. 

During the year, the average number of prisoners was smaller than in 
1906. Since October 1 the number has risen considerably, and there are 
now 850 in custody. Not all the addition is due to increase in commit- 
ments from the courts, for transfers to this place are made from time to 
time of prisoners who have been sentenced to the jails and houses of cor- 
rection, and prisoners are also taken from the State Farm when it appears 
that they are of an age that makes them proper subjects for the kind of 
instruction given at Concord. Occasionally one is taken from the State 
Prison also. A reference to the table of removals later in the document 
will show that the power of transfer has been freely exercised in respect 
to this place as well as to the Prison Camp and Hospital, where the popu- 
lation consists whoUy of prisoners who were senteticed elsewhere. In a 
few instances removals to other places have been needed on account of a 
mistake as to a prisoner's antecedents. 

During the year two prisoners above forty years of age were sent to the 
Massachusetts Reformatory. One of these was pardoned by the Governor, 
and the other was removed to the State Farm by the Commissioners. There 
also was the singular error of sending to the reformatory for'stubbomness 
one prisoner who was twenty-one years of age before his conmiittal. 

In several former reports detailed statements have been made of the 
methods adopted to maintain the supervision of prisoners at liberty. In 
recent years especial mention has been made of the assistance furnished 
by the probation oflScers in this regard; and later in this document ac- 
knowledgment is made of the valuable help derived from these officers in 
the way of supervising and attesting reports. Since this plan was adopted, 
a large majority of the prisoners who are subject to it have complied with 
its requirements. There are occasional lapses, and for such of these the 
following notice has been prepared, and is used regularly when a prisoner 
is delinquent in this respect : — 

The report received from you this month is not verified by the probation officer,^ 
and you are reminded that every such report should first be taken to that officer for 
his signature in accordance with directions that were given to you at the time of 
your release. You are cautioned that failure to observe all the conditions of your 
permit will lead to an investigation by an agent of the Prison Commissioners j .and 
further neglect of such conditions may cause your return to the reformatory. You 
are required to follow the probation officer's instructions as to the time and place 
to present your report for his inspection. 
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It would be impossible to present a statement correct in all details 
concerning the prisoners who are at liberty from the Massachusetts Re- 
iormatory, but an approximation can be made that will be sufficient for all 
reasonable purposes of information. The following figures have been pre- 
pared from the regular report book, which accurately records aU the re- 
ports received, and notes also the efforts that have been made to correct 
delinquencies. Between Oct. 1, 1906, and Sept. 30, 1907, there were 593 
permits to be at liberty from the Massachusetts Reformatory granted by 
this Board. ^ Of this number, 197 reported without the slightest deviation 
in time or form ; that is to say, the report came regularly on the exact day 
it was due, and contained all the information required by the conditions ; 
230 others reported with more or less regularity, that is, their reports were 
late, or the report omitted the address, the name of the employer, or some 
fact required by the regulation. This showed no intentional delinquency, 
because the delay or the omission of detail was due merely to inadver- 
tence. Eorty-three never reported at all ; 34 were recommitted to the re- 
formatory or to other places soon after release; 46 disappeared, and the 
agents were unable to find them upon investigation; 11 were discharged 
by expiration of sentence; and 1 has died. The remaining 31 were re- 
leased in the last month of the period, and reports were not due at the 
time these figures were made. It should be noted that of the 34 who were 
recoinmitted not all were sent back by the Commissioners ; some of them 
were convicted of other offences which constituted a violation of the per- 
mit, but as the court dealt directly with the case it was unnecessary to take 
action here further than to record the violation. 

When the last report was submitted to the General Court the question 
of establishing a plant for the disposal of sewage at the reformatory was 
in abeyance because the town authorities had not yet determined as to the 
extension of the main sewer to Concord Jimction. Last April it was de- 
cided in the ixrwn meeting that no such extension would be authorized at 
present, and it appears that this work is not likely to be done in the near 
future. Accordingly, work upon the sewage plant of the reformatory, 
authorized in 1906*, was resumed, and is now practically completed. It 
will be sufficiently described by quoting from the specifications of the 
engineer who prepared the plans : — 

It is considered best to dispose of the reformatory sewage by intermittent filtra- 
tion on the land where now the sewage is pumped. By test pits it is ascertained 
that this ground ranges from clean, coarse sand to fine gravel, and that it is exeep-

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tionally good for filtration purposes. It has been planned to make use of 3.5 acres 
of this land divided into 13 beds or areas. ... By means of making a few changes 
at the present reservoirs it will be possible to discharge the sewage therefrom upon 
the beds by gravity. This will do away with the pumping which has continued for 
over twenty years. The yearly saving in the cost of coal will amount to several hun- 
dred dollars, besides rendering it unnecessary to purchase the new pump contem- 
plated last year at the time your estimate was made. I have planned that the sludge 
house should be abolished. To take its place four small beds each 40 by 40 feet have 
been located about 600 feet southwesterly near the bone grinding house. By using 
these beds in rotation there will be ample time for the sludge to drain, dry, and be 
removed before the area is required to receive the second application. The sludge 
can be discharged from the reservoirs upon these beds by gravity. There is plenty 
of land in the vicinity for extra beds if ever required. The 12-inch pipe extending 
from the reservoirs to these beds will be Akron, with 12-inch gates and 12-inch 
cast-iron discharge pipes. 

At the southerly end of the sewage filtration areas two of the distribution pipes 
have gates, whereby it will be possible to conduct the sewage to the grass land 
beyond and dispose of some of the sewage at certain times of the year by broad 
irrigation and to the benefit of the growing crop. It can also be conducted over the 
land which is now under cultivation easterly of the northerly end of the stockade, 
all of this by gravity. 

The last General Court granted an appropriation for renewing the 
plumbing in the cell blocks. This work is progressing as rapidly as may 
be consistent with the other repairs that are indispensable. When all the 
cells are renovated, according to the plan of the superintendent, and the 
new plumbing is supplied, the rooms will be much improved in appearance 
and sanitary arrangements. 

In the report of the superintendent there will be found a recommenda- 
tion for the appointment of a resident physician at the reformatory. It 
is doubtless true that such an officer, who could devote his entire time to 
the study of questions pertaining to diet and sanitation, could be exceed- 
ingly useful to the reformatory and to many other places as well. It is 
probable that the services of such an official could not be secured without 
the payment of a large salary, and if it should be considered undesirable 
to incur a large expense in the experimental stages of such a change, it is 
suggested that the value of the innovation might be tested by authorizing 
the superintendent to appoint an assistant physician, who could probably 
be obtained at a nominal salary. 

The superintendent's reference to the need of a new roof on the kitchen 
building is especially commended for favorable consideration. When 
this work is done the roof should be of such a construction as to permit

the abandonment of the old iron grating that has been a disfigurement to 
the place and is altogether unsanitary. 

The superintendent urges that the present methods of keeping food 
should be changed, in the interest of safety and economy; the suggestion 
for a cold-storage plant is strongly approved. 

Concerning the improved facilities for handling coal, to which the 
superintendent refers, it can be said that the examination of this subject 
justifies an opinion that the expenditure needed to provide a convenient 
method of unloading and storing coal would promote economy in the end. 

Ever since the reformatory was organized the evening schools have 
been counted as one of the most useful features of the establishment ; and 
during the year there has been no diminution in the interest shown in this 
work by oflBcers and prisoners. The superintendent is of the opinion, how- 
ever, that more satisfactory results might be secured if the scope of the 
schools were extended, and for this purpose he suggests a larger expendi- 
ture. 

Nearly twenty years ago an act was passed to regulate sentences to 
the Massachusetts Reformatory, and one of its provisions was that no per- 
son should be sentenced to the reformatory who had been more than three 
times convicted and sentenced for crime. Since this regulation was made, 
many prisoners have been committed in contravention of its terms because 
the court did not always have knowledge of some slight offence that had 
been punished by fine or a short term of imprisonment. When the record 
comprised serious offences, there was much more likelihood of its being 
known to the court. In a conference which the chairman of this Board 
had with a senior justice of the Superior Court, it was suggested by the 
judge that this law should be limited to persons who have been convicted 
of larceny, or any felony, and that previous convictions of slight misde- 
meanors should not bar a sentence thereto. It is recommended that this 
change should be adopted. 

Reformatory Prison for Women. 
Throughout the year the number of prisoners has been very small, and 
the average has been below that of any other year in the history of the 
prison. On November 30, only 148 remained in the prison. What was 
said last year may be repeated here, to the effect that this decreased num- 
ber of female prisoners is not peculiar to Sherborn, and is not caused by 
any change in court practice by which more cases are sent elsewhere. In 
some of the county prisons there are no women at all ; in others the num- 
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bers have become so small that there are not enough to do the domestic 
work, and male prisoners have taken their places. In all the prisons the 
number of women has fallen below any condition that has existed for a 
long time. 

Concerning the lessening number of commitments of women, it will be 
interesting to note that in 1881, of every hundred prisoners committed to 
prison 19 were women, the proportion being stated in that year as 81 per 
cent, males and 19 per cent, females. In the period covered by this report, 
that is, the year ending on Sept. 30, 1907, only 9 per cent, of the commit- 
ments were of females, - less than half the percentage of twenly-six years 
ago. 

Upon the suggestion contained in the report of last year, which was 
presented with the concurrence of some justices of the Superior Court, the 
Legislature of 1907 repealed the restrictions as to the imprisonment of 
misdemeanants in the Eeformatory Prison for Women. The provision in 
the act of 1906, which prescribes that all felonies shall be punished by im- 
prisonment at Sherbom, wae retained. 

In view of the lessening number of female prisoners, and of the fact 
that it is more difficult than ever to provide suitable employment for them 
in the county prisons, it is suggested that it might be well to discontinue 
term sentences for women to the jails or houses of correction. This change 
would supply occupation to some prisoners who might be idle in the county 
prisons, and it would enable the oflScers of the Reformatory Prison for 
Women to perfect in all details the industrial plans that so far have not 
been carried out to their fullest extent because of the continual diminution 
in numbers. It is, to be sure, not a lamentable condition when the number 
of prisoners lessens, and reference to the subject is made only for the pur- 
pose of indicating that this place, supported at large expense by the Com- 
monwealth, might well be used to its full capacity. The addition of 200 
prisoners to the present number would not involve an increase in the ex- 
pense of more than ten or twelve thousand dollars; the only extra cost 
would be for clothing and food, because all the other expenditures are a 
fixed outlay that remains without material deviation, regardless of the 
numbers. One special reason why it would be desirable to remove to this 
place some prisoners froin the jails and houses of correction is, that here 
may be ajfforded opportunities for instruction in reading, writing, and the 
elementary branches of a common school education. The good results that 
have been realized at Sherbom have not been limited to the younger pris- 
oners ; for many women of mature age have for the first time realized the 
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joy of sending a written conununication to friends, and this feature, joined 
with the exceedingly practical industrial instruction in cooking, washing, 
ironing, scrubbing and sewing, justifies the expenditure that is made by 
the State on this institution. No one would attempt to deny that some of 
the effort is wasted, because it cannot be expected that all the prisoners 
will respond readily or profitably to the efforts of the superintendent and 
her assistants. 

The present superintendent has several times included in her statement 
a recommendation for a new hospital, but this recommendation has never 
been adopted by the Board, because the decreasing numbers have seemed 
to make it unwise to incur the expense of providing such a place. But, 
whenever a change in the laws shall congregate at this place all the women 
sentenced for serious offences, or for long periods, there should be a new 
hospital building, entirely separate from the other buildings, and contain- 
ing suitable wards for isolation and for the treatment of different forms of 
disease. 

At the beginning of this year Miss Elizabeth A. Quirk was appointed 
as agent for discharged female prisoners, to succeed Miss Greorgia A. Rus- 
sell, who died in December, 1906. It will be seen by the agent's report 
that there has been a smaller number^ of prisoners needing assistance than 
formerly. The law allows the commissioners to use part of the fund for 
aiding discharged female prisoners to assist in the support of probation 
women; that is, women who have been charged with crime and whose 
cases have been disposed of without sentence. Under this authority, as 
will be noted elsewhere, payments have been made to two charitable institu- 
tions in Boston. 

Prison Camp and Hospital, 

On Aug. 15, 1907, Mr. William A. Witham, the superintendent of the 
Prison Camp and Hospital, died at that place. The following minute, 
offered by the chairman, was adopted and signed by all the commis- 
sioners : — 

With feelings of profound sorrow the Prison Commissioners record the death 
of William A. Witham, late superintendent of the Prison Camp and Hospital at 
Rutland. His record as a prison officer in various capacities was a long and hon- 
orable one. He gained a wide reputation as a firm and just disciplinarian, and, in 
every station that he held, was esteemed for his faithful and efficient discharge of 
duty. As the head of the Rutland Camp he showed marked qualities as an adminis- 
trator. He kept constantly in mind the varied interests of the State he served, 
and the welfare of the prisoners he guarded. By his death the Commonwealth is 
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deprived of a useful officer, and many persons of a kind and considerate friend. 
For the State we deplore his loss to the public service; and to his widow we extend 
our heartfelt sympathy in her bereavement. 

To fill the vacancy Mr. George C. Erskine was appointed by the Prison 
Commissioners; and he entered upon his duties Sept. 1, 1907. 

In order to make clear the origin and meaning of the present title of 
this place, it may be well to repeat in substance some statements that have 
been made in previous reports. 

Early in 1904 the Commonwealth acquired, under the provisions of 
the Revised Laws, a tract of land in the town of Rutland, comprising about 
one thousand acres. On this land there was established in that year a tem- 
porary industrial camp for prisoners, to which persons were taken from the 
various county prisons to be employed in reclaiming and improving waste 
land. The power of transfer was subsequently extended to include the 
Massachusetts Reformatory and the State Farm. In the year following 
the occupancy of this land the Legislature, on the recommendation of the 
Governor, directed that a hospital prison for consumptives should be es- 
tablished thereon, and an appropriation was granted for the erection of 
buildings in a situation chosen with the concurrence of the legislative com- 
mittee on prisons, and the Board of Health. Some of the buildings are 
now completed, and all the domestic arrangements have been so far ad- 
vanced that the hospital was occupied last year. The first prisoner was 
placed in the wards in September ; others have followed from time to time 
gradually, and at the date of this report there are 25 under treatment there. 
Other buildings for which appropriations have been granted are in process 
of erection, and will be ready this year. When completed and fully ar- 
ranged, there will be accommodation for about 100 prisoners at any time, 
and it will be possible to take care of 120, except in extraordinarily cold 
and stormy weather. 

When the buildings were originally planned it was intended at the 
beginning to occupy the central section of one of the larger buildings as 
a place for a kitchen and laundry, with a dining room adjoining. At the 
earnest request of the superintendent, the erection of the partition of the 
temporary kitchen was delayed for the purpose of asking the Legislature 
if it would not be wiser to provide the needed building outside, instead 
of spoiling the appearance and interfering with the convenience of the 
dining room. Accordingly a temporary shed was made outside, and in 
this the laundry work has been done since the hospital was opened. The 
room originally intended as a laundry has been used as a kitchen. 
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There can be no question that a separate laundry building woidd add 
to the convenience and cleanliness of the place ; and if the suggestion for a 
separate building is approved, it is recommended that the appropriation 
be made large enough to provide a building that will include the kitchen 
and boiler room, as well as the laundry. The addition to the size of the 
building will cost very little more, and it will obviate any necessity of en- 
larging this part of the place, even if the population should go away be- 
yond the present expectations. Some other small items should also be 
provided for by special appropriation, because the regular appropriation 
has been so small that it will cover only the ordinary support, and would 
not suffice for any emergencies. These are, for example, the setting of the 
boilers, some additions to the heating arrangements, and such plumbing 
supplies as may be needed; and to improve the eflSciency of the place a 
small sum could be wisely expended on the walks, grounds and barriers. 

During the year, an electric light plant has been installed in the hos- 
pital buildings. It is not only a great convenience to the officers, afford- 
ing a much better opportunity for oversight than would be possible with 
the use of lamps, but it supplies a fire protection to a great degree. 
Throughout the buildings the wires are enclosed in a steel conduit, which 
avoids the danger of fire and also protects them from being tampered with 
by the prisoners. In further reference to this subject, it is proper to say 
that, when the prison hospital is completely occupied, the present engine 
and dynamo wiU not have sufficient capacity to fully light all the build- 
ings. If it is desirable to have the electric light at the camp buildings as 
well as at the hospital, a new and larger engine must be installed ; this is 
not of immediate necessity, because the superintendent says that he can 
provide the added light for a while by setting up another engine that is 
used during the daytime to operate a stone crusher ; but of course it would 
add to the safety and convenience if a new engine could be installed this 
year. This mention of the subject shows how rapidly conditions change, 
especially in an institution of a different character from any that has gone 
before. Joined to the security of the prison must be the freedom of the 
hospital, or the object of the institution will be defeated. It is not easy to 
make this combination, and only actual experience can determine the best 
possible way to bring it about, therefore small sums may be needed from 
time to time to do work that did not seem to be required at the outset. 

The appropriation granted last year to build a house for the superin- 
tendent has not been used in any part, and the only work done upon that 
structure has been to excavate for the foundation. It is hoped that the 
house may be completed this year, so that the superintendent may have 
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suitable quarters, and that the old building, which is intended for the use 
of the other oflScers, will become available for that purpose before another 
winter. 

Under the statutes the Prison Commissioners are given authority to 
release by permit any prisoner who is removed to the Prison Camp and 
Hospital; and, as a rule, a prisoner who has been well behaved and who 
has worked faithfully receives a somewhat greater reduction from the 
term of his imprisonment than he would have gained if he had remained 
in his original place of imprisonment. When the hospital was added to 
the establishment at Rutland, it was decided that there could be no reason 
why any deduction from the term of imprisonment should be allowed; and 
it was voted that it is inexpedient to grant special permits from the prison 
hospital at Rutland, and it was ordered in reference to that place that, ex- 
cept in cases of extraordinary and unusual reasons for shortening the sen- 
tence, . no greater deduction shall be allowed than is compelled by the 
statutes. 

Identification Office. 

In the last report it was suggested that the work of the central identifi- 
cation oflSce, established by the Legislature some years ago, could not be 
done to the best advantage in the quarters assigned to it. It is exceedingly 
inconvenient to have this part of the commissioners' work so separated from 
the main ofiice that all the records are not easily accessible to the agent. 
It is understood that these defects will be remedied if the arrangements 
proposed by the si«cial committee on reassignment of offices shaU prevail. 
The agent for the identification of criminals, in response to a request of 
the chairman for a brief statement of his work, writes : — 

From the Massachusetis Reformatory and the State Prison, Bertillon measure- 
ments and finger print impressions are sent; the Reformatory Prison for Women 
sends Bertillon measurements; the Middlesex County House of Correction sends 
finger prints and Bertillon measurements as required by law. The police depart- 
ments in eight cities and towns, namely, Lowell, Boston, Somerville, Fitchburg, 
Newton, Lexington, Springfield and Brookline, send finger print impressions to this 
office as required by chapter 293 of the Acts of 1906. The total number of 
finger print impressions received from prisons and the police departments of the 
Commonwealth to Nov. 30, 1907, was 1,245; Bertillon measurements and photo- 
graphs received from prisons of the Commonwealth, 862. The police departments 
of the Commonwealth show much interest in the work of the central office, and as 
the collection of finger print impressions and Bertillon measurements grows larger 
year by year, there is every reason for believing that the establishment of a central 
office for the identification of criminals was wise and necessary. 
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It will be observed that, while the system has been quite generally ap- 
proved, it has not been fuUy adopted in many places. Much of the agent's 
time will be required for several years to instruct oflScers in their duties, 
and to persuade others that it will be an advantage to the service if they 
will comply with the requirements. Whether additional help will be 
needed is not yet decided ; but, as this oflSce was established at the urgent 
request of the different police departments, it is proper to remind them that 
they can now help to justify its purpose by making prompt and complete 
returns of their work. 

Prison Officers. 

Under an act of 1907, which applied to veterans of the Civil War in 
the service of the State, four officers have been retired from the State 
Prison, and three officers and one instructor from the Massachusetts Re- 
formatory.^ It would be a great benefit to the service if the provision for 
retirement should be extended to all the officers. The suggestion that a 
carefully guarded pension law would benefit the official service is respect- 
fully renewed ; and it is recommended that provision may be made for the 
retirement of any officer of advanced age who has been in the service a 
long time, and who has become incapacitated from performing full duty. 

It would be an advantage to provide that officers may be transferred 
by the commissioners from one prison to another for temporary or perma- 
nent service. It might happen that an officer who is not able to do full 
duty in the prison where regularly employed, could be put into a useful 
place in another prison where his full time would be occupied, and he 
would be giving good service without undue demands upon his strength. 

Under this head also it seems advisable to renew the suggestion on the 
subject of vacations and leaves of absence, which might properly be regu- 
lated by statute. 

When the report was under consideration last year the chairman was in 
conference vdth the warden and superintendents on the subject of appoint- 
ing substitute officers. No conclusion was reached in time to submit it to 
the Greneral Court. It is now suggested that some convenience might re- 
sult if it should be provided that whenever an officer is absent from duty, 
the warden or superintendent may appoint a substitute officer, with com- 
pensation at a special rate, to perform the duties of the regular officer. 

^ One who went from the State Prison died within a month, and another within four months of leaving 
the place. 
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Survey of Lands and Buildings. 

Twenty years ago the Legislature passed a resolve requiring a survey 
of the lands and buildings belonging to the State Prison and reformatories. 
Since that time new lands have been acquired at Concord and at Sherbom, 
and the map made from the survey at CHarlestown has become obsolete, 
owing to certain changes involved in the abolition of the grade crossing at 
Prison Point It is recommended that a small appropriation be granted 
for the purpose of having the lands and buildings surveyed for an official 
record. 

Duties of Agents, 

Among the acts passed in recent years is one that, if construed literally, 
would subject an agent of this Board to indictment if he should attempt 
to solicit employment for a discharged prisoner in any public service cor- 
poration. It was doubtless never intended that the law should have this 
effect, because probation officers, justices of the peace and notaries public 
were especially exempted from its provisions. It is recommended that the 
agents of this Board, or of any other board attempting to do charitable 
work •of this kind, may have the same exemption that is granted to the 
public officers named. 

Probation Practice. 
Last fall a justice of the largest municipal court in Massachusetts 
called attention to the question of surrender of a probationer. His note 
was drawn out, by the statement that a probation officer could not surrender 
a defendant except at the expiration of the term of probation; and the 
judge suggested that, if such should be the authorized construction of the 
law, it certainly ought to be changed, and in this view there is hearty con- 
currence. Incidental to the observation on this point was another, — that 
it does not seem to be the best possible practice to require a probation 
officer to become surety for the defendant. Whether or not this can be 
controlled by statute does not readily appear. It may be that it is so 
closely related to procedure absolutely under the control of the court that 
legislation could not reach it. If the judges lack authority to substitute 
some other plan when they desire to do so, it is suggested that^uch power 
should be given. 

Removals of Prisoners. 
Under the present law all the powers of the Board may be delegated 
to the chairman except the authority to release and transfer prisoners. No 
releases from the State Prison, or from any other place, can be granted by 
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this Board without the concurrence of at least three commissioners, and a 
parole cannot be given except by a unanimous vote. Transfers likewise 
must be assented to by at least three commissioners ; in all other respects 
the chairman can act alone whenever the proper authority is delegated to 
him by the Board. In the interest of conservative administration it is 
wise to require that three persons must agree to grant permits to be at 
liberty, but it would be conducive to prompt action in case of need if the 
commissioners were empowered to delegate to the chairman authority to 
make transfers in certain cases. 

Estimates. 

The sums that may be required for the support of the different places 
during the year are set out in the statements of the officers, and it is need- 
less to repeat them here in detail. The amounts needed for the support 
of the prisons during the year ending Nov. 30, 1908, are estimated as 
follows : — 

For the State Prison, salaries of officers, $81,000; other expenses, 
$81,000. 

For the Massachusetts Reformatory, salaries of officers, $81,600 ;*wages 
of instructors, teachers and other employees, $29,000 ; other expenses, 
$105,200. 

For the Reformatory Prison for Women, salaries, $28,000 ; other ex- 
penses, $31,500. 

For the Prison Camp and Hospital, salaries and expenses, $33,500. 
The appropriation of last year gave $17,500 for the camp and $10,000 
for the hospital; but, as the hospital was occupied only part of 1907, the 
sum of $16,000, now requested, will be needed for the full year.

To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

In submitting to you my fifteenth annual report of the statistical and 
financial condition of the State Prison, including the reports of the 
chaplain and physician, I cannot refrain from expressing my feelings 
that the year closing Sept. 30, 1907, has been, in many respects, the 
most successful one under my administration. General contentment and 
excellent discipline have prevailed. 

Although there has been a great increase in value of most of the 
necessities required in such institutions, the cost of direct maintenance 
has not been materially changed from last year. When the income from 
our industries is considered, the cost per capita will undoubtedly be 
greater, as the unfavorable condition of the market has been to our dis- 
advantage, making it impossible to continually employ all of our prisoners 
to good advantage, yet suflBcient for reasonable exercise. 

There has been expended up to Sept. 30, 1907, from the appro- 
priation for the fiscal year ending Nov. 30, 1907, for officers' salaries, 
$65,553.97; for maintenance, $58,097.59, leaving unexpended $38,348.44 
for the remaining two months, which will be sufficient for all purposes. 

From the appropriation of $2,000, Acts of 1906, for repairs on offi- 
cers' houses, $1,980 has been expended. From the appropriation of 
$3,000 for repairs on work shops, $604.19 has been expended, leaving 
$2,395.81. There are considerable repairs that should be done when it 
is possible. 

I have found it unnecessary to take advantage of the act of 1907, 
providing that the treasurer may advance to the warden the sum of 
$3,000 to enable him to pay expenses weekly, provided he furnish an 
additional $^,000 bond, because arrangements have been made by myself, 
personally, to pay the small number who prefer the weekly to the monthly 
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payment; every person employed here having expressed his preference in 
writing. 

During my administration every practicable means has been adopted 
to shorten the number of hours that any person may be required to 
perform duty. Of the entire force of 93 on the pay roll, at least 80 
of those employed during the day time are only on active duty about 
eight hours, or as near that as possible without largely increased expense 
or interfering materially with discipline. Every fifth day the officers 
do what we call a dog watch, making that day longer. The night 
force, of from 9 to 11 men, perform twelve hours duty, but their work 
is easy compared to that of the day men. It has been arranged to 
give each night officer thirty-six days vacation during the year, but 
owing to the great deal of sickness among the officers it has not yet 
been practicable to complete these vacations. There have been many 
days during the year that we have had from 7 to 15 absentees, making 
pur duties very difficult. No person employed here has ever suffered 
loss of pay on account of sickness unless his illness was of long duration. 

I estimate that the amount of $162,000 will be required for the 
maintenance of the prison for the year beginning December 1, as follows : 
salaries, wages and labor, $81,000 ; food, $35,000 ; clothing and material, 
$6,000; furnishings, $1,500; heat, light and power, $14,000; repairs 
and improvements, $7,000; miscellaneous, $17,500. 

I wish to commend the officers and employees of the State Prison 
who have unselfishly and earnestly endeavored to aid in raising the 
standard of discipline, and to uplift and encourage the man who is, 
unfortunately, a prisoner. The officer who is an agitator, considering 
only his own condition, is of so little value to the Commonwealth that 
he should not be continued in service. 

• Our schools have been prosperous beyond measure, and all those con- 
nected with them are entitled to consideration. 

I must express my kindest regards to your Board, and especially to 
the chairman, who has given his constant supervision and aid. Your 
kindness, encouragement and forbearance during my administration have 
enabled me to perform the onerous duties of this office for a long period.

Concerning the number of prisoners sent to the State Asylum for 
Insane Criminals at Bridgewater, it should be observed that the relative 
proportion of such cases remains practically the same as in recent years. 

Suspected cases are kept under close observation, v^ith a view to their 
proper disposition. Minor cases of mental unsoundness have been re- 
tained heretofore at the prison with more or less difficulty in subjecting 
them to prison discipline, but in both instances they are now transferred 
to the asylum for the insane, as provided for by the laws, where special 
care and treatment needed in that form of disease can be properly 
maintained.

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Charlestown, Oct. 1, 1907. 
To the Warden of the State Prison: 

With more pleasure than usual, because of constantly improving con- 
ditions, religious and otherwise, that have characterized the experiences 
of the past year, the chaplain responds to the call for annual report. 

As time and strength have been accorded, opportunity has been im- 
proved in aid of the best in prison life, with increased satisfaction and 
profit. 

Apparently an era of good will has prevailed, leading to success in an 
unusual degree in the work, study and hopeful effort to gain new life 
throughout the prison. The prison itself, in its cleanliness, the freshness 
and enjoyable condition of the yard, the provisions for the sick and the 
insane, the " Mentor " and the schools, the patient work of the many 
teachers, the ready response to aid offered, — all suggest, in advance of 
former years, a positive gain and inspiration quite beyond the grim char- 
acter of the place as a prison. The spirit of the work of the prison seems 
quite up to the standards of the best side in many things. 

The men in evidence in the development of these features of our 
prison life are giving it a tone quite in line with the true idea of 
reform for the man and his surroundings. 

The library has been a truly lively center ; books have been added from 
time to time to meet pressing needs; and all new books are much appre- 
ciated. It is quite surprising, sometimes, that so much satisfaction is 
derived from its use. 

Every phase of our religious life has been carefully cultivated, using 
all facilities afforded. No suggestion in these matters, or request, has 
been unheeded, and the various interests cared for have wrought together 
for good always. Friends without have so co-operated as to put us in 
touch with the best of religious and social life outside, very much to 
our encouragement. 
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Music and literature have shown favorably as factors in the mental 
and disciplinary conditions and the comfort of our community, harmon- 
izing, as^they have, with our mental and religious existence. 

All these things have been great helps against the failures and despair 
always present, and yet to be overcome; in the mastery already attained, 
and still making vital opportunities for the most hopeless of men. 

With gratitude for all favors and assistance afforded, this annual 
report is submitted.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



CONCOBD, Oct. 1, 1907. 

To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

The twenty-third annual report of the Massachusetts Reformatory is 
herewith respectfully submitted. 

It is estimated that the amoimt required for the maintenance of the 
reformatory for the fiscal year ending Nov. 30, 1908, will be $215,800, 
according to the following analysis: Salaries, wages and labor: officers, 
$81,600 ; instructors, teachers, etc., $29,000 ; for food, $33,000 ; clothing 
and material, $16,000; furnishings, $4,000; heat, light and power, 
$19,000; repairs and improvements, $10,000; farm, stable and grounds, 
$5,500; miscellaneous, $17,700. 

The total commitments to the reformatory since its establishment, Dec 
20, 1884, have been 16,194. Of this number, 14,284 were sentenced by 
the courts, 1,141 have been removed here from other institutions by order 
of the Prison Commissioners, 713 were returned by the Prison Com- 
missioners for violation of permit, 56 were received from all other sources. 

The releases in the same period have been 15,371. Of this number, 
13,391 were released upon permits by the Prison Commissioners, 1,172 
were discharged upon expiration of sentences, 393 were removed to other 
institutions, and the number of pardons, escapes, deaths, etc., was 415. 

The number of prisoners committed by the courts for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1907, has been 554; returned by order of the Prison Commis- 
sioners for violation of permits, 20 ; removed here by order of the Prison 
Commissioners, from State Prison, 4; from State Farm, 26; from jaik 
and houses of correction, 46 ; from the Lyman School for Boys, 13 ; from 
the SujBfolk School for Boys, 1 ; returned from escape, 2 ; returned from 
State Asylum for Insane Criminals, 2. 
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During the year 677 have been released, as follows : by permits issued 
by the Prison Commissioners, 556; by expiration of sentences, 53; by 
removal to other prisons by order of the Prison Commissioners, 35; 
by removal to asylum for insane criminals, 9 ; by executive pardon, 12 ; by 
escape, 2 ; by habeas corpus, 4 ; by writ of error, 1 ; and 5 have died. 

Since the last report, the installing of electric light fixtures in the 
houses occupied by the subordinate oflScers has been completed. The 
painting of the cell blocks and of the interior of the cells is in progress, 
and when finished will add to their appearance and wholesomeness. 
Needed alterations and repairs to the cow barn are being made, which 
will improve the sanitary conditions. The renewing of the forges and 
anvils in the blacksmithing department of the trade school is under way, 
and a new floor is being laid. A shed for the housing of the farm wagons 
and tools and for the accommodation of the farm help has been con- 
structed, and several of the farm buildings painted. A considerable amount 
of work in the way of general repairs has been done, such as the concreting 
of the driveways and walks, the re-laying of floors in the shops, the 
renewal of the tar and gravel roofs on several of the buildings, and various 
other minor repairs. 

The wood chair industry has been discontinued, and the carpentry 
department of the trade school* enlarged, furnishing accommodations for a 
larger class and facilities for better work. A new machine shop has 
been fitted up, affording better facilities for making repairs incidental 
to the institution, and enabling instruction to be given in the machinist's 
trade. 

The brick wall, which had become unsafe in places, has been repaired 
and the iron work painted. Practically all the labor employed upon these 
repairs and improvements has been that of the inmates, and the expense 
has been simply for the material. 

During the past year all the prisoners have been constantly employed 
in the industries, trade schools and in general work about the institution. 

The industries have furnished practical work for a large number, and 
the quality of the product has been all that could be expected under the 
conditions. They have aft'orded an opportunity for the prisoners to be- 
come familiar with work at which they can find employment when released. 

The classes in the trade school have been well attended by the younger 
inmates, with varied results. Some have made rapid progress, while 
others, apparently, would never become skilled under any conditions. 

Evening schools have been conducted during the year, and have shown 
an improvement over the previous year. The teachers have been assisted 
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by the more advanced pupils, thus enabling the illiterates to receive more 
individual attention, and the results are encouraging. The schools are 
an important factor of the reformatory system, and it would be an ad- 
vantage to make a larger expenditure for them if thereby they could be 
brought to a higher standard of efficiency. 

A considerable number of the prisoners, usually those who are soon 
to be released, have been employed on the farm. The crops suffered 
severely from the drought, and what promised to be an unusually large 
crop resulted in hardly an average one. 

Religious services have been conducted throughout the year by the 
chaplain, Rev. William J. Batt, and by Rev. Mortimer E. Twomey, 
pastor of St. Bernard's parish in Concord, assisted by his curates. The 
Hebrew inmates have had special services on their feast days and at other 
times during the year. 

The arrangements for keeping provisions and other food are not suit-, 
able for our needs, and should be enlarged and improved. I recommend 
that an appropriation be asked of the Legislature for the purpose of in- 
stalling a cold-storage plant of sufficient capacity to enable food supplies 
to be purchased and stored in larger quantities than is at present possible. 
I think it would be a matter of economy, and add to the wholesomeness 
of the food. 

I respectfully urge the necessity of having a resident physician at the 
reformatory. In my opinion, a physician could devote his entire time to 
the interests of the reformatory to good advantage. Quite a proportion 
of those committed to the reformatory are abnormal and need special 
treatment, and in case of accident or emergency medical attendance could 
be had immediately. 

I suggest for your consideration some change in our facilities for 
handling coal. The present arrangement has been in operation a number 
of years, and the machinery has become worn and unsafe. 

The roof over the kitchen has become rotten and leaks badly, and 
should be replaced by a new one. I respectfully recommend that a 
special appropriation be asked for this purpose. 

I wish to acknowledge the faithfulness of the officers and employees of 
the reformatory in the discharge of their duties.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



Sherborn, Oct. 1, 1907. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

I have the honor to submit the thirtieth annual report of the Re- 
formatory Prison for Women, including the reports of the physician and 
chaplain. 

It is now thirty years since this reformatory prison was established. 
From the beginning up to the present time there have been 8,595 com- 
mitments to this place. Th6 population has varied year by year from 
482 the year after the prison was opened down to 127 last July, — the 
lowest number in the prison at any one time. Since July the number has 
risen a little, and at the date of this report there are in custody 142. 

The departments that have been closed for several months because of 
decreased numbers have recently been reopened, as the numbers are on the 
increase. Notwithstanding the decreased numbers, the work accomplished 
by the. women in the different departments has been fully up to the 
standard maintained in former years. The discipline has been good. 
The mentally and morally defective women continue to outnumber those 
whom we consider have a more normal condition of both mind and body. 
Very little can be expected from these women, either in the way of work 
or to meet the disciplinary requirements of the institution. During the 
summer months they are out in the hospital vegetable garden, with other 
of the hospital patients, drinking in the pure, fresh air and sunshine. 

The yield from the farm has exceeded our anticipations ; now that the 
crops are all gathered, we find our barns and storehouses are well filled. 

It is estimated that the following amounts will be needed for the 
expenses of this prison for the fiscal year beginning Dec. 1, 1907«j and 
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ending Nov. 30, 1908 : salaries, wages and labor, $28,000 ; food, $5,500 ; 
clothing and material, $1,500 ; furnishings, $1,500 ; heat, light and power, 
$7,000; repairs and improvements, $3,000; farm, stable and grounds, 
$9,000 ; miscellaneous, $4,000. 

Fair progress has been made by most of the women who have attended 
the day or evening schools. Occasionally we find a woman or women busy 
trying to spell out their lesson while waiting for their work in the work- 
rooms; this is more noticeable with the Italian women, so eager are they 
to learn to read in English. 

Each year our library is replenished with some new books, as well 
as replacing those we find so worn as to be beyond repair. This year 
Father Garrahan, the Catholic chaplain, has contributed a number of 
volumes, thus adding to the Catholic books in the library. He continues 
his Monday and Friday afternoon work, and reads Mass every Sabbath 
morning. Close attention is given to words of admonition and. advice. 
Clergymen from town and also from abroad, of whatever denomination, 
are always cordially welcomed and find an attentive audience. 

To many friends we are indebted for pleasant and profitable entertain- 
ment, either by music or lecture, also to those who have continued their 
generous contributions of reading matter. To each and all of these friends 
we extend our cordial appreciation. 

I desire to acknowledge the interest manifested by all who are engaged 
in the work.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Sherborn, Oct. 1, 1907. 
To the Superintendent of the Eeformatory Prison for Women: 

The Sabbath services have been held as usual. I have personally con- 
ducted them throughout the year, also the evening services, with the 
exception of three, when I was called away by sickness. 

Both day and evening schools have been in session continuously from 
Sept. 13, 1906, to the present time. During the warm months there was 
a perceptible falling off in the attendance in the evening school. The 
usual degree of interest has been manifested in the day school, — 57 
women were admitted. Of these, 19 could read and write but poorly, 14 
could not write, 4 foreigners could read and write in their own language, 
and 20 women were illiterate, 13 being foreigners. 

The general library contains 1,524 volumes ; 32 new books were added, 
3 removed and 30 replaced. The hospital library contains 410 volumes; 
1 book was added. Many of our books are very old, and are constantly 
needing to be repaired. During the past month I have, in order that our 
library might present a neater appearance, covered nearly 200 books.

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THE Jails and Houses of Correction 



The statutes provide that each county, excepting Dukes County, shall 
maintain one or more houses of correction. There is also in eiach county 
one jail. There are twenty-one county prisons; of this number, five are 
separate jails, two are separate houses of correction, and fourteen are jails 
and houses of correction combined. 

The sheriff of each county is required to have the custody of the jails, 
and, except in Suffolk County, of the houses of correction therein. It is 
his duty to keep the same himself, or by his deputy as jailer, master or 
keeper. In the county of Suffolk the penal institutions commissioner ap- 
points the master of the house of correction. 

The county prisons are under the general supervision of the Prison 
Commissioners, who are required to make rules for the government, disci- 
pline, instruction, etc., to approve the employment of prisoners in the 
different jails and houses of correction, and to make an inspection of the 
same at stated intervals. , 

The report upon these prisons which the law contemplates follows this 
statement. The information contained in returns from the sheriffs of the 
different counties, or their deputies, together with an inspection by. the 
chairman, is set forth in paragraphs upon each prison ; these have reference 
more especially to the prison population and the amount of expenditures 
for unusual repairs upon the prison buildings. 

Statistics relating to the details of expenditures for maintenance and 
receipts from various sources, including the labor of prisoners, are pre- 
sented in tabulated statements inmiediately following the text. 

Barnstable County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Banistahle, 
On Sept. 30, 1907, there were only 7 prisoners, all men, in custody in 

this place, the average number during the year being 8. , 

The only employment for prisoners in this institution is the work 

necessary for the care of the buildings and grounds. 

The sheriff reports that there has been no unusual expenditure for 

repairs upon the prison buildings during the year. 
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Bbrkshiee County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Pittsfield. 

This prison has 129 cells. On Sept. 30, 1907, there were only 55 pris- 
oners, against 70 at the time of the last report. 

The proposed new bathroom in the women's department has not yet 
been fitted up, although the plans have been prepared. At the present 
time there, is only one woman in the prison, and this would seem to be a 
good time to make the proposed changes. 

Another alteration that seems to be needed is a new stairway to the 
solitary corridor. The present arrangement is inconvenient, and there is 
also great danger of serious accident every time a prisoner is taken to one 
of the solitary cells. 

The industries have made a rather small profit, which the master 
explains as being due to the difficulty of obtaining stock, and the small 
number of prisoners. The output has yielded little more than sufiicient to 
pay the salary of the instructor. 

Bristol County. 

Jail and House of Correction at New Bedford, 

The sheriff reports that during the year the following amounts have 
been expended for unusual repairs: $446 for replacing a water heater; 
$375 for steel flue over the heating boilers; and about $250 for back- 
pointing the foundation walls of the fence on the Ash Street side. 

The number of prisoners remaining in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, 
was 273 ; of this nimiber, 41 were females. As compared with the number 
at the time of the last report, it is somewhat greater, there having been at 
that time 192 men and 17 women. 

Jail at Taunton, 

The only expenditure for repairs at this prison during the year which 
may be regarded as extraordinary was that of about $275 for repairing 
the water heater and steam pipes. 

The prison population is substantially the same as a year ago, the 
'number in custody Sept. 30, 1907, being 37. 

There are no receipts from the labor of prisoners, the only employment 
being the care of the prison plant. 
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County of Dukes County. 

Jail at Edgartown. 

Substantially the same conditions prevail at this jail as were reported 
a year ago. No unusual repairs on the buildings have been made. 

During the year 13 prisoners have been committed ; none were remain- 
ing in custody on Sept. 30, 1907. 

EssBx County. 

House of Correction at Ipswich. 

The prison population of this place shows a marked decrease as com- 
pared with the year before. On Sept. 30, 1907, there were only 27 in 
custody. General repairs upon the prison buildings have been made at an 
expense of about $750. 

Section 1, chapter 418 of the Acts of 1907, authorizes and directs the 
county commissioners of Essex County to remodel the house of correction 
at Ipswich by enlarging the cells, and making such other changes as may 
be necessary to provide suitable, humane and proper accommodations for 
prisoners. 

The chairman of the Prison Commissioners has made a visit to the 
Ipswich House of Correction in company with two of the Essex County 
commissioners and the sheriff of that county, for the special purpose of 
examining into the question of enlarging the cells of that place. 

The county commissioners will at once make the experiment of remov- 
ing one of the partitions between two of the small cells, to ascertain if it is 
feasible to secure in that way the enlargement ordered by the General 
Court. If the change cannot be accomplished by this method, the building 
that was reconstructed in 1887 will be rearranged to provide suitable ac- 
commodations for prisoners. 

Jail and House of Correction at Lawrence. 

The number of prisoners in custody Sept. 30, 1907, was considerably 
larger than has been the case for a number of years, there being a total of 
176 ; of these, 31 were females. In previous reports references have been 
made to the fact that the prison population at this place is usually in 
excess of the number of cells, a considerable number of the cells, however, 
being of a size large enough to accommodate two prisoners. 
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The sheriff reports that an expenditure for unusual repairs of a little 
more than $1,200 has been made for certain purposes, including the fur- 
nishing of new windows for the prison and house. 

During the year the master has improved the appearance of some parts 
of this place by cleaning and painting, and this work is still going on. If 
it should appear to be in the interest of economy to concentrate the prison 
population more than at present in Essex County, it will be feasible to 
enlarge this prison by extending the west wing, in which direction there is 
a good lot of land belonging to the county. 

Jail at Newbwyport 

On the day that the chairman visited this place, late in the year, there 
were only 6 prisoners in custody (on Sept. 30, 190Y, the number was 8), 
and, as not all these were sentenced, there were scarcely enough to keep 
the jail in order, as no outside help for that purpose is employed. 

Unusual expenditures have been made for repairs to the amount of 
about $600, the larger part of this being for the purpose of providing a 
new boiler in place of an old one removed. General repairs were made 
upon the house and fences. 

Jail and House of Correction at Salem. 

The number of prisoners in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, was 137; of 
this number, 7 were women. This is a slight reduction in number from 
that of the year before. The average daily number of prisoners during 
the year was 145. 

For several years, plans for the rearrangement of the buildings of this 
place have been under consideration, and the present board of county 
commissioners is seriously considering such an enlargement and extension 
as will obviate many difficulties of administration that have heretofore 
been very noticeable. 

If authority is granted by the General Court, it is proposed to remove 
the boilers to a new place, and to provide a suitable hospital. The removal 
of an old building, that for nearly twenty years has been in the rear of the 
master's house, and placing it upon land since acquired by the county, 
would greatly improve the premises. 

General repairs have been made at an expenditure of about $775. 
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Fbawkuw County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Greenfield. 

The master reports that general repairs have been made upon the 
buildings at this prison, during the year, at an expenditure of $268 ; also, 
that a new wooden building has been erected to be used for storing wagons 
and agricultural implements. 

The number of prisoners held on Sept 30, 1907, was 34, only one 
being a woman. 

A considerable number of the prisoners are employed during the 
summer months upon the thirty acres of land in connection with the prison, 
raising vegetables for use in the institution. The other employment of 
prisoners is that of cane-seating chairs. 

Hampdei? County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Springfield, 
On Sept. 30, 190Y, the nimiber of prisoners in custody in this place 
was 214; of this number, 18 were women. 

This prison has a capacity of 256 cells, and all its departments are well 
appointed, except the hospital. Heretofore there has been no convenient 
place for the treatment of sick prisoners, but a hospital is now under con- 
struction in the yard, and will be ready for occupancy in a few months. 

Hampshire CoiTnty. 

Jail and House of Correction at Northampton, 
The number of prisoners held in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, was only 
44; this is considerably less than a year ago. Of this number, 39 were 
men and 5 women. 

The sheriff reports that there has been no unusual expenditure for re- 
pairs upon the prison buildings during the year; those of an ordinary 
nature have been made, amounting to about $650. 

Middlesex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Cambridge. 

The total number of prisoners at this place on Sept. 30, 1907, was 260 ; 
of this number, 39 were women. 

During the year, the sheriff reports that there has been an expenditure 
for general repairs upon house and prison buildings of a little more than

The number of prisoners in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, was 137; of 
this number, 7 were women. This is a slight reduction in number from 
that of the year before. The average daily number of prisoners during 
the year was 145. 

For several years, plans for the rearrangement of the buildings of this 
place have been under consideration, and the present board of county 
commissioners is seriously considering such an enlargement and extension 
as will obviate many difficulties of administration that have heretofore 
been very noticeable. 

If authority is granted by the General Court, it is proposed to remove 
the boilers to a new place, and to provide a suitable hospital. The removal 
of an old building, that for nearly twenty years has been in the rear of the 
master's house, and placing it upon land since acquired by the county, 
would greatly improve the premises. 

General repairs have been made at an expenditure of about $775. 
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FKAiTKUtK County. 

Jail and Hovse of Correction at Greenfield. 

The master reports that general repairs have been made upon the 
buildings at this prison, during the year, at an expenditure of $268 ; also, 
that a new wooden building has been erected to be used for storing wagons 
and agricultural implements. 

The number of prisoners held on Sept. 30, 1907, was 34, only one 
being a woman. 

A considerable number of the prisoners are employed during the 
summer months upon the thirty acres of land in connection with the prison, 
raising vegetables for use in the institution. The other employment of 
prisoners is that of cane-seating chairs. 

Hampdex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Springfield, 
On Sept. 30, 1907, the number of prisoners in custody in this place 
was 214; of this number, 18 were women. 

This prison has a capacity of 256 cells, and all its departments are well 
appointed, except the hospital. Heretofore there has been no convenient 
place for the treatment of sick prisoners, but a hospital is now under con- 
struction in the yard, and will be ready for occupancy in a few months. 

Hampshire CoiTnty. 

Jail and House of Correction at Northampton, 
The number of prisoners held in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, was only 
44; this is considerably less than a year ago. Of this number, 39 were 
men and 6 women. 

The sheriff reports that there has been no unusual expenditure for re- 
pairs upon the prison buildings during the year; those of an ordinary 
nature have been made, amounting to about $650. 

Middlesex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Cambridge, 
The total number of prisoners at this place on Sept. 30, 1907, was 260 ; 

of this number, 39 were women. 

During the year, the sheriff reports that there has been an expenditure 

for general repairs upon house and prison buildings of a little more than 
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$15,000 ; of this amount, $3,000 was expended on the steam and boiler 
plant There has also been erected a fireproof brick building, to be used 
for keeping oil, naphtha, turpentine, etc., at an expenditure of $600. 

No change has taken place in the industries in the prison, and the 
prisoners are employed in the making of brooms, brushes and mats. 

Jail at Lowell, 

The prison population upon Sept. 30, 1907, was 141. This is consid- 
erably in excess of that reported for several years past. 

Long the extraordin^ repairs upon the prison buildings, reported 
by the keeper as having been made during the year, is that of the installa- 
tion of a steam cooking apparatus in the kitchen, comprising a new boiler 
and water heater, with the necessary pipings and fittings, at an expense of 
$1,750. A new tiled floor has also been laid in the kitchen, at a cost of 
$300. About $350 has been expended in repairs upon the keeper's resi- 
dence. 

Nantucket County. 
Jail and House of Correction at Narvtucket. 

During the year, only 3 prisoners were committed here, none being 
sentenced prisoners. There were no prisoners remaining on Sept. 30, 1907. 

A small outlay has been made in the way of general repairs, but nothing 
calling for special mention. 

NoBFOLK County. 
Jail and House of Correction at Dedham. 

The number of prisoners on Sept. 30, 1907, was 88; of this number, 
5 were women. The number is slightly in excess of that at the time of 
the last report. 

Aside from the expenditure of $300 for repairs on the heating, the 
balance of the repairs have been of a general character. The buildings 
are, however, in good condition. 

Plymouth County. 
Jail a/nd House of Correction at Plymouth. 

The Legislature of 1907 authorized and directed the county commis- 
sioners of Plymouth County to enlarge and improve the jail and house of 
correction in this county, to furnish the same suitably, and to enlarge the 
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grounds surrounding the same, for which purpose they may take, or other- 
wise acquire, such land as is necessary. 

Pursuant to this act, the commissioners have had under consideration 
various plans for making the needed enlargement. No decision has yet 
been made for the extension to the prison, because it has been suggested, 
by the commissioners themselves, that it may be well to provide entirely 
separate buildings at a distance from the prison, where a larger lot of land 
could be obtained than could possibly be secured in the immediate vicinily 
of the prison buildings. This would have so many advantages that the 

dence for the keeper has been prepared by rebuilding an old house. 

Upon one of ^e chairman's visits he law thirty-four prisoners working 
at a long distance from the prison in charge of one officer, clearing and 
preparing the land for cultivation. The officer in charge said that during 
the time they had been at work there had been no attempt at escape, nor 
disorder of any kind. 

The average number of prisoners during the year has been 92, being 
slightly less than last year. The number in custody on Sept. 30, 1907, 
was 90 ; of these, 8 were women. 

• 
Suffolk County. 

Jail at Boston. 

At this jail the prisoners received are, in the main, those awaiting 
trial, only a comparatively smaU number being committed upon a sentence. 
These are employed in work about the prison buildings necessary to keep 
them in good order. 

The number of prisoners in custody upon Sept 30, 1907, was 276; 
of this number, 37 were women. This is slightly in excess of the number 
held at the date of the last report. 

The sheriff reports that there has been no unusual outlay during the 
past year ; about $900 has been expended for ordinary repairs. 

House of Correction at Deer Island. 

On May 16, 1907, James R. Gerrish retired from the office of master. 
Captain Gerrish had held that place for the preceding eighteen years. 
He was succeeded by Fred G. Hoffman, who occupied the position only 
three months, resigning Sept. 1, 1907. Since the retirement of Captain 
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Hoffman, the position of master has been filled by the deputy master, 
James H. Cronin.^ 

The prison population at this house of correction is substantially the 
same as it was at the date of the last report. On Sept. 30, 1907, the total 
number of prisoners in custody was 1,048; the average number daily 
during the year was 1,090. 

This is much the largest county prison in the State, because it is the 
only house of correction for the largest county in the Commonwealth, and, 
moreover, serves the purpose of a city prison, which is usually maintained 
as a separate institution in the large cities of the country. 

While no extraordinary repairs have been made upon the prison 
buildings, general repairs have been made at an expense of about $8,250. 

Since the last report, work has commenced on the division wall which 
is to separate the premises of the institution from that portion of Deer 
Island that has been taken by the United States government. 

WoBCESTEB County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Fitchburg. 

During the year, a new boiler has been installed here, and it is worthy 
of notice that the old boiler was taken out and the new one put in under 
the direction of one of the officers who has been in the employ of the jail 
for more than forty years. No other services were required, except such 
as were furnished by the prisoners who assisted him. In addition, neces- 
sary general repairs have been made upon the prison buildings at an ex- 
pense of about $125. 

The whole number of prisoners on Sept. 30, 1907, was 87 men. No 
women have, for a number of years, been held in this prison, commitments 
of women in the coimty being made to the Jail and House of Correction 
at Worcester. 

Jail and House of Correction at Worcester, 

During the year, there has been expended at this prison for extraordi- 
nary repairs the sum of $3,814, the larger part of it for boilers, one 
being new. General repairs upon the buildings have also been made. 

The number of prisoners upon Sept. 30, 1907, was 216 ; of this number, 
16 were women. This total number is slightly less, than at the time of the 
last report. 

> James H. Cronin was appoinited master of the Deer Island House of Ck>rrection, Nov. 1, 1907. 
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Gbne!ral Condition of the Pbisons. 

Concerning the condition of the prisons generally, it is only necessary 
to repeat the observation of last year, to the effect that, as a rule, they are 
well governed, and the buildings are now in as good condition as the state 
of the appropriations will permit. Whenever there appears to be a defect 
from a sanitary point of view, it is usually due to the lack of sufficient 
money to make a needed change. All this wasi said last year, and it was 
coupled with a suggestion that it might be well to place at the disposal of 
each keeper a particular sum that should be devoted to the purposes of 
making needed repairs in an emergency, as well as to be applied to general 
repairs. This suggestion is renewed, and is respectfully urged upon the 
attention of the General Court. 

In the report of last year there was also a reference to the release of 
prisoners who are held for non-payment of fines. That note was inspired 
by a case of peculiar hardship that appeared in one of the larger county 
prisons. The recommendation that the county commissioners should be 
given authority to release a prisoner who is held for non-payment of fine, 
without the delay caused by seeking concurrent authority, is again urged. 



Expenditures and Receipts. 

The statement immediately following refers exclusively to the main- 
tenance accounts of the county prisons, and, according to the explanation 
of last year, these are made up for the period ending Sept. 30, 1907. For 
all practical purposes they will give as much information as if they were 
extended two months beyond that time. In the case of the State institu- 
tions, the law for the new fiscal year must be observed. Towards the end 
of this report, under the section dealing exclusively with industries, there 
will be found a statement of expenditures and receipts on account of 
industries in the different prisons and houses of correction. 
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Average Cost of Pbisonebs. 

The preceding table shows that the average net cost for each prisoner 
in the county prisons was $164.Y0. The slight reduction from last year 
was caused by the larger income from the industries. The ^average net 
cost in the State Prison was $148.59; in the Massachusetts Reformatory, 
$237.73; in the Reformatory Prison for Women, $293.66. 

The average cost for all purposes does not indicate the character of the 
management, and even a comparison of such parts of the expenses as are 
always affected by a rise or fall in the number would give no useful in- 
formation unless it were accompanied by a full statement of the widely 
varying conditions that exist in the different institutions. In some prisons 
none of the minor officers are supported at the expense of the county, 
whereas in other places practically full support is given ; and, even if they 
were alike in this respect, the average cost would not be affected to the 
same degree in the larger as in the smaller prisons. 

In the matter of clothing there would be still more difficulty in making 
a fair comparison. The expenditures for clothing do not depend so much 
upon the average number for the year as upon the number of conmiit- 
ments ; moreover, it might happen that a large number of prisoners, many 
of whom were well clad upon their commitment, and who would take 
their own clothing when released, would not involve so large an expendi- 
ture as would be necessary in the case of a very much smaller number 
of prisoners whose clothing must be immediately destroyed when received. 
This element in the calculation would be affected more or less, too, by the 
facilities for cleansing and the degree of care exercised by the different 
officers. 

Under all the circumstances, it would be impossible, to form a judg- 
ment from a mere array of figures as to the degree of economy practised 
by the officers. This explanation, which has been made with more or 
less fullness for a great many years, is repeated here to avoid, if possible, 
any unfair comparisons. 
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On Sept. 30, 1906, there were 6,147 prisoners held in all the prisons 
in the State. During the year, 39,305 were committed; of this number, 
37,242 were received from the different courts; 1,221 from other institu- 
tions; 23 escaped prisoners were returned; and 819 were returned for 
violating the conditions of their permit of release. Of this number, 683 
were returned to the State Farm. The total number received from the 
courts during the year is 430 greater than for the preceding year. On 
Sept. 30, 1907, the whole number of prisoners in all the prisons in the 
State was 6,095.

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Prisoners held in Custody Sept. 30, 1907. 

The total number of prisoners in the jails and houses of correction 
on Sept. 30, 1907, was 3,218. This number is an increase of 90 as com- 
pared with a year ago. The different State institutions, however, all 
show a small decrease in population during the same period. Set forth 
in detail, the comparison with last year is as follows: State Prison, 49 
less ; Massachusetts Reformatory, 9 less ; Reformatory Prison for Women, 
38 less; State Farm, 37 less; Prison Camp and Hospital, 9 less; jails 
and houses of correction (sentenced prisoners), 63 more; number await- 
ing trial in jails, 27 more. The total number in all the prisons in the 
State on Sept. 30, 1907, was 6,095, against 6,147 the year previous. 

Of the number of sentenced prisoners in the jails and houses of 
correction remaining at the end of the year, 329 are for crimes against 
the person, 672 for crimes against property and 1,778 for crimes against 
public order ; as compared with the year before, this is an increase of 33 
in the number for crimes against the person, a decrease of 105 in the 
number for crimes against property and an increase of 135 in the number 
for crimes against public order. The number of sentenced females in 
the jails and houses of correction is 37 less than a year ago, and the 
number of males is 100 larger.

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Insane Criminates. 

From the State Prison and Massachusetts Reformatory prisoners are 
removed to the State Asylum for Insane Criminals on the order of the 
Governor, after experts have found the prisoner insane. Prisoners from 
the Reformatory Prison for Women are in like manner sent to an insane 
hospital. The law now provides that an examination, as far as these places 
are concerned, shall be made by the physician of the prison and by one or 
both of the experts who are designated by the Board of Insanity. From 
all other prisons such removal is made on the order of a judge. The prison 
officials have no authority over the removal or the return in any case. 

The law relative to committal of the insane from jail omits from its 
provisions a person held for a capital crime, and moreover there is no 
statute for witnesses detained in jail. If there could be authority to com- 
mit these and other prisoners for observation as to their sanity, a very 
perplexing situation would sometimes be relieved.

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Arrests. 

The total number of arrests made during the year throughout the 
State was 131,686, an increase over last year of 8,493. In a few of the 
cities, the reports show a smaller number of arrests than were made during 
the year immediately preceding, but in a large majority the number is 
greater. The total number of arrests in all the cities during the year was 
113,091, and in all the towns 18,595. The increase in the towns over 
last year is only 143. The three tables which follow this statement 
have been prepared from the reports made by the police commissioner of 
the city of Boston, the chiefs of police or city marshals of other cities, 
the metropolitan park police, the chiefs of police in towns, and officers 
making arrests in towns not having a chief of police.

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Probation. 

Since the last report there has been only one change in the probation 
' law that affects the duties of the probation officers; and that is an act to 
provide for the making of restitution or reparation in certain cases. 

In the Boston Juvenile Court only one officer has so far been ap- 
pointed, although the judge has the authority to appoint another when- 
ever the work of the court requires additional service of that nature. In 
accordance with a special act of 1*907, a probation officer for wayward 
and delinquent children has been appointed in the Central District Court 
of Worcester. Under chapter 261 of the Acts of 1907, one additional 
female assistant probation officer has been appointed in the Boston Mu- 
•nicipal Court. 

The force of probation officers now consists of one officer in each of 
the police, district and municipal courts; and in the Boston Municipal 
Court there are eight assistants; in the Roxbury Municipal Court, one; 
in the South Boston Municipal Court, one ; in the Third Eastern Dis- 
trict Court of Middlesex, one; and in the Central District Court of 
Worcester, one. In addition to the lower court officers, superior court 
officers have been appointed, under an act of 1898, in all the coun- 
ties. In the Superior Court of Suffolk County one of the officers is also 
the chief probation officer of the Boston Municipal Court, but there are 
five officers who act exclusively in the superior court. It should be noted 
that, although the probation officer of the Berkshire Superior Court was 
appointed iji 1906, the notice of appointment was not received by this 
office until too late to be reported in that year. During the year, the 
probation officer of the Hampshire District Court has received an ap- 
pointment as superior court probation officer in that county and also in 
Franklin County. The officer of the Springfield Police Court has also an 
appointment for the superior court in Hampden County. 

Since the probation act of 1891 was passed there has been published 
annually, in the commissioners' report, certain statements based upon the 
returns relative to the work of the probation officers. These returns, with 
a few exceptions, when officers desire to give more details, are made upon 
blanks prepared by this office and are uniform in character. Since the 
last report, complete returns have been received from all the courts, with 
one exception. No report has come from the Fourth District Court of 
Berkshire for several years, although there is a regularly appointed pro- 
bation officer who receives an annual salary. 

The probation officers of the superior courts have sent the usual re- 
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tums^ and^ in addition^ some special information has been given which 
is useful as illustrative of the character of the work performed by these 
oflScials. From one statement, the following extract is quoted as a matter 
of general interest. The superior court probation officer of the Northern 
Middlesex District says : — 

During the year, 149 men and boys, and 28 women, a total of 177, were placed 
in my care by the court, after pleading giulty to 31 different kinds of criminal 
offences. Of the 28 women, 17 were found homes and domestic employment in the 
country, 3 have been married, 5 returned to their homes, 5 have been surrendered 
back to court and sentenced for violating their probation, one has been re-arrested 
and sentenced, one has defaulted, and 18 are so far doing well. 

Under the provisions of chapter 225, Revised Laws, 21 men and 6 women were 
released on probation from the house of correction by the county commissioners, on 
my joint recommendation with the district attorney. The women were all found 
employment in country homes, and appeared to do well for a while, but after their 
time expired, 5 drifted back into city Hfe, to their old haunts and associations. 
Three have been re-arrested and are now in jail serving sentences. This experience 
only goes to show that when a woman has once been in prison, her reformation 
becomes a difficult task. All efforts at reformation should be thoroughly tried 
through probation before sentence is meted out to them. Three of the men were 
paroled on account of ill-health; one died two weeks after his release. Twelve of 
the number seemed penitent and were paroled; so far they are doing well, working 
and caring for their dependents ; 6 were drunkards who had large families dependent 
upon them, and who gave promise of improved conduct; 3 have been re-arrested 
and sentenced. 

... I have, during the year, opened up cash accounts with 105 probationers 
who had been ordered to pay a total of $907 for court expenses. Of this amount, 
$737 has been collected and paid over to the sheriff of the county. Many of the 
probationers were also required to make restitution, to the amount of $677.28. 
Of this amount, $358 has already been paid. Other cases, where not surrendered, 
are in process of settlement. In addition to this amount, this office supervises the 
payment of weekly sums in several non-support cases. . . . All persons placed on 
probation are not taxed expenses; on the contrary, they are aided by the court in a 
financial way to reach their homes, secure employment and temporary lodgings, if, 
in the judgment of the probation officer, such assistance is required. 

The superior court probation officer of the Southern District of Mid- 
dlesex, in the course of his report says that during the year, upon his 
recommendation and with the concurrence of the district attorney, ten 
persons have been released from the house of correction. 

The only special reports of any length received from the lower courts 
came from the probation officers of the Boston Municipal Court and of 
the District Court of East Norfolk. The first of these communications 
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relates especially to a change in the method of probation work, and is of 
so much interest that it is quoted below : — 

In regard to the change of time of the probation period in the municipal court, 
I would say that it has been customary to have the probation period consist of two 
months time, as that brought the cases that were placed on probation each week 
before the same justice that granted the probation; in other words, each judge had 
his own cases called to his attention at that time, as he would return to the same 
session of the court. In consequence of a consultation ... it was thought best to 
extend the period to six months. ... Of course it wants to be understood that . . . 
when the term was shorter it did not necessarily follow that the probation cases would 
be dismissed, as the term was often extended in some special cases. I would 
state that with one of our justices, for a very long time past, the probation date 
was for six months and sometimes a year; but on considering the question it was 
thought best to make it uniform in the court by having all the justices fix the 
same time of six months. 

Last year the officer of the District Court of East Norfolk sent a 
communication about the delinquent children act, and this year he writes 
partly on the same subject. The report is quoted below for the informa- 
tion of those who may be concerned in this part of the business : — 

In sending my report for September, 1907, it being the end of the court year, 
I beg leave to report that the year ending September 30 has been the most satis- 
factory from the standpoint of probation of any year of my service of over sixteen 
years. During the past year the court has suspended sentence on a majority of 
minor sentences of fines, giving the defendants the chance to earn their fines, or at 
the end of their probationary period to remit the fine, if, on investigation, it is shown 
that this could be done to the benefit of parties interested. About 10 per cent, of 
the fines have been remitted, while over $2,000 has been paid to the probation officer. 
In giving the defendants a chance to pay at some future time and allowing them 
to be at liberty with the probation officer as surety, very few have defaulted, and 
most of the defaults have been from those who have left the district and gone 
to other States; and in some cases where parties have left the State, they have 
sent their fines. I have received money from Maine, Maryland, Virginia and Wis- 
consin. On complaints of non-support I have received and paid to parties, as 
ordered by the court, over $1,900. 

In the workings of the delinquent act I think that the court has executed 
in the manner that it was intended to have it administered, having passed on the 
cases more as a father than otherwise; and in committing those that it has com- 
mitted, it has been best for all concerned, that, if by any way there was a chance 
for reform, the court has given them the benefit. In cases that have been before 
the court, in a majority of them the homes have been above the average, the parents 
sober and industrious; and, while the offence on which the complaint was founded 
in many cases was serious, the amount of damage and values was small, and showed 
in most cases to be the work of boys and not of criminals; and in my work as 
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probation officer I have tried to impress on the parents that they should try and 
keep the best posable watch over their children, and know as mneh as possible what 
they are doing, and their associates. 

The whole number of cases taken on probation in the municipal, police 
and district courts for the year ending Sept 30, 1907, was 11,343, being 
1,223 more than were reported last year. Of the number taken on pro- 
bation, 9,803 were males and 1,540 females. In the superior courts there 
were 1,647 taken on probation, 1,415 being males and 232 females. 
There were 76,282 statements from persons arrested for drunkenness 
which were transmitted to the probation officers for investigation, — an 
increase of 5,948. More than one-seventh of the statements were found 
to be untrue. As a rule, the probation officers do not release, or rec- 
ommend probation, except in cases where the identity has been disclosed 
by correct information received from the arrested person. It might be 
said that if the same careful scrutiny should be given to all cases that 
are subjects for probation in the courts, some mistakes that have recently 
drawn unfavorable criticism upon the probation system would have been 
avoided. In some instances the benefit of the probation act has been 
given to persons without adequate inquiry, when a full investigation 
would have disclosed a forbidding record of crim in ality. The failure to 
take advantage of the machinery of the probation system has not only 
brought it into discredit in some circles, but has allowed improper sen- 
tences to be awarded against criminals. For example, it has recently 
happened in one of the lower courts that a prisoner was sentenced to the 
Massachusetts Kef ormatory after he had already served three terms in the 
house of correction, two terms in Concord and one term in the State Prison, 
If the probation officer had made the slightest inquiry about this prisoner 
in Boston, Cambridge or any other place to which the prisoner must have 
referred him, he could not have failed to discover a clue which would 
have led directly to the disclosure of the prisoner's record. This subject 
has been under consideration many times at the conferences of the pro- 
bation officers, and at the only meeting of that kind during the year, held 
last June, there was a special reference to the means of exchanging in- 
formation between the jurisdictions. It will be quite impossible to 
secure a high degree of co-ordination in the work of the probation officers 
without the assistance of some controlling authority that shall take cog- 
nizance of all their work. Under the present status of the courts, this 
arrangement can be perfected only by the concurrence of all the courts. 
But the matter would be promoted to a great extent if direct authority 
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were given the superior coutt to appoint an oiEcer who should observe the 
work of the other courts. 

A probation conference was held in Boston on Saturday, Jime 8, 
when 53 officers were present. Interesting and valuable speeches were 
made by judges df the superior court, the chief justice of the Boston 
Municipal Court and justices of the district courts who had accepted 
invitations to attend the conference; and accounts of work were given 
by several probation officers. 

Aside from the useful information derived by the probation officers 
from these conferences, one other good result has followed, and that is, 
the co-operation of the officers with the commissioners in keeping trace 
of the whereabouts of prisoners at liberty from the Massachusetts Re- 
formatory. Not all the officers have yet given their adhesion to this plan, 
but those who have agreed to it have rendered exceedingly useful service 
to this Board; and we are told, furthermore, that the plan has been of 
benefit to the officers in their general probation work. As far as possible, 
the services of the remaining officers will be enlisted in this way in all 
places outside of Suffolk County. No agreement of this nature has been 
made with the officers in the immediate vicinity of Boston, although they 
have kindly volunteered to give their assistance in this way; but, as the 
needed supervision can quite readily be performed from this office, we 
have hesitated to ask them to take this trouble. 

In the beginning, it was intended that probation should in all cases 
supersede the sentence for the time being, and in the majority of cases 
to-day, probation is extended without a sentence. In accordance with a 
law passed a few years ago, however, there are some cases where proba- 
tion is granted after the sentence is awarded ; this has come to be known 
as the " suspended sentence," or French system of probation. During 
the year there were 39 courts that used the suspended sentence, and the 
number of cases treated in this way was 2,427, — one court less and 17 
cases less than last year. 

It may be noticed by the report of the superior court officer of the 
Northern Middlesex district that part of his work consists of collecting 
money in cases of restitution, and that he also supervises the payment of 
weekly sums in several non-support cases. 

It appears that in the Superior Court of Suffolk County, $259 was 
received in cases of restitution for stolen property; and $2,113 was ap- 
plied to the support of families under the direction of the probation offi- 
cer. In the Boston Municipal Court, $160 was paid in as restitution; 
and $633 was received in non-support cases.

Note. — An officer of the Suffolk Superior Court reports that during the year the following results 
have appeared in cases that were taken on probation in previous years : 79 were surrendered and 467 were 
arrested for new offences. 
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Criminal Prosecutions. 

In conformity with the Revised Laws, the courts throughout the 
Commonwealth have forwarded to the Prison Commissioners informa- 
tion concerning criminal proceedings in their various jurisdictions. From 
such information, tables have been prepared, showing the criminal prose- 
cutions in all the municipal, police and district courts, and by trial 
justices; also setting forth the result of criminal actions in the superior 
courts. These tables follow the review of murder trials. 

The Acts of the Legislature of 1907 provide, in chapter 98, that 
the town of Dana is annexed to and made part of the judicial district 
of the First District Court of Northern Worcester; and in chapter 110, 
that the town of Wilbraham is annexed to and made a part of the judi- 
cial district of the District Court of Eastern Hampden. 

Trials for Murder. 

The trials for murder are included in the statistics relating to crimi- 
nal prosecutions, but as there is always special interest^ in this crime, 
all such cases are presented more in detail in the following paragraphs, 
the information having been received from the clerks of the superior 
courts : — 

William M. Berry was indicted in Berkshire County, Jan. 17, 
1907, for the murder of Eose Berry, on Aug. 26, 1906, in the town 
of Williamstown. Before trial, the defendant was, in July, 1907, com- 
mitted to the State Asylum for Insane Criminals at Bridgewater. 

Henry Gomez was indicted in Bristol County, June 5, 1907, for 
the murder of Mary Gomez, in the city of ISTew Bedford. The defendant 
was brought to trial on June 20, 1907, when hs was adjudged insane 
and ordered to be committed to the Insane Asylum at Taunton. 

Edgar Weston Meikle was indicted in Essex County, Sept. 28, 
1906, for the murder of Charles C. G. Meikle, on Nov. 7, 1905, in the 
city of Lynn. The defendant was brought to trial in May, 1907, and on 
the twenty-sixth of that month a verdict of not guilty was rendered. 
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Pasquale Zizzi was indicted in Middlesex County, March 8, 1907, 
for the murder of Antoine D'Ascanio, on Jan. 6, 1907, in the town of 
Framingham. Upon being brought to trial, June 18, 1907, the de- 
fendant pleaded guilty of manslaughter, which plea was accepted by 
the government. The defendant was thereupon sentenced to the State 
Prison for not less than four nor more than seven years. 

Alexandeb McEwan was indicted in Suffolk County, Nov. 10, 1906, 
for the murder of Annie E. McEwan, on Oct. 16, 1906, in the city of 
Boston. On Eeb. 18, 1907, the defendant pleaded guilty of murder 
in the second degree. This plea was accepted, and McEwan was sen- 
tenced to the State Prison for life. 

Heeman C. Wii.es was indicted in Suffolk County, Nov. 10, 1906, 
for the murder of Mabel V. Williams, on Oct. 13, 1906, in the city 
of Boston. On April 22, 1907, the defendant pleaded guilty of murder 
in the second degree. This plea was accepted, and the defendant was 
sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Antony DeSimon was indicted in Suffolk County, May 11, 1907, 
for the murder of Lepnardo Gaetano, on April 9, 1907, in the city of 
Boston. On June 19, 1907, the defendant pleaded guilty of murder 
in the second degree. This plea was accepted, and the defendant was 
sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

John U. Sperby was indicted in Suffolk County, May 11, 1907, 
for the murder of Mary Sperry, alias Marie Sperry, on April 22, 1907, 
in the city of Boston. On May 27, 1907, the defendant pleaded guilty 
of murder in the second degree. This plea was accepted, and the de- 
fendant was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Robert McGraw was indicted in Suffolk County, Feb. 8, 1907, for 
the murder of Benjamin F. Earwell, in Boston, on April 26, 1904. When 
arraigned he pleaded not guilty. In July, 1907, he was brought to trial 
and a verdict of guilty of manslaughter was rendered by the jury. There- 
upon, on the twenty-third of that month, the defendant was sentenced to 
the State Prison for not less than nine nor more than eleven years. 
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Robert L. Hunteb was indicted in Worcester County, Aug. 22, 
1906, for the murder of Charles H. LaCrosse, on June 25, 1906, in 
the city of Worcester. The defendant was brought to trial Oct. 29, 
1906, when a verdict of guilty of manslaughter was rendered. The de- 
fendant was, on Nov. 7, 1906, sentenced to the State Prison for a term 
of not less than six nor more than eight years. 

James Shannon was indicted in Worcester County, Oct. 16, 1906, 
for the murder of Patrick J. Foley, on April 3, 1906, in the city of 
Worcester. The defendant was brought to trial Nov. 8, 1906, when 
a verdict of guilty of manslaughter was rendered. The defendant was, 
on Nov. 9, 1906, sentenced to the State Prison for a term of not less 
than three nor more than five years. 

Harey L. Wood was indicted in Worcester County, Oct. 16, 1906, 
for the murder of Alice M. Wood, on Oct. 11, 1906, in the. town of 
Winchendon. The defendant was brought to trial Feb. 14, 1907, when 
he was found not guilty by reason of insanity, and was committed to 
the State Asylum for Insane Criminals at Bridgewater for life. The 
District Attorney nol prossed so much of the indictment as charged mur- 
der in the first degree, leaving it to stand for murder in the second 
degree. 

Axel Johnson and Adolph N. Caelson were indicted in Worcester 
County, May 16, 1907, for the murder of Axel Nordahl, alias Axel J. 
Nordahl, on March 9, 1907, in the city of Worcester. They were brought 
to trial May 28, 1907, when a verdict of not guilty was returned as to 
Carlson. Johnson was found guilty of manslaughter, and was sentenced 
to the house of correction for eighteen months.

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EXPEISTDITURBS FOB THE FiSCAL YeAR. 

In the reports dealing particularly with the State institutions there 
are no accounts of the expenditures and receipts, but all information on 
this subject is contained in the following tables. The reason for presenting 
this matter towards the close of the report is that the fiscal year now ends 
on November 30, and it would be inconvenient to delay the preparation 
of the other parts of the report until the financial tables were completed. 
The figures relative to the jails and houses of correction are included in 
the section that deals with county prisons. 

The following statements give the expenses each month, showing the 
aggregate expenditures from the appropriation, and at the end of each table 
the amount received from rentals, small sales, and profits from the indus- 
tries, which together represent the income, is deducted in order to show 
the net cost to the treasury during the year. In addition to the tables 
presented last year, there is a complete statement for all the prisons, show- 
ing the expenditures on account of the different items under the auditor's 
classification. Following the tables of the Massachusetts Reformatory and 
the Reformatory Prison for Women are the respective farm accounts.

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I]S^DUSTEIES IN AlL THE PRISONS. 

The same reason that has prevented the presentation of figures rela- 
tive to maintenance in the special parts of the report, makes it necessary 
that all the accounts of the industries should be grouped together at the 
end of the document. Tables immediately following show all the transac- 
tions on account of the industries for the year. 

These statements cover the State Prison, the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory, the Reformatory Prison for Women, the State Farm and the jails 
and houses of correction. No expenditures on account of the industries 
have been tabulated for the Prison Camp and Hospital, where the work 
is mainly the reclamation of land, although for two years a number of 
prisoners have been engaged in building; and the only reference to that 
place in the tables is contained in the statement of employments at the 
close of the year, where it is included in order to complete the list. 

Concerning the form of the tables it should be noted that the accounts 
relative to the industries in the county prisons deal only with cash trans- 
actions. It has not been found practicable to include the stock on hand 
and the outstanding accounts in the tables, as in the statements relative to 
the industries of the State institutions. In some instances the balance 
would be materially changed if the stock were considered. 

The following tables for the State Prison and reformatories observe 
the usual form; and the stock on hand and the outstanding accounts are 
included in the case of each institution.

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Abbais-gbment of the Industeies. 

From year to year it has been thought necessary to revert to the statute 
of 1897, under which prison industries are largely controlled, for the pur- 
pose of indicating to the reader of the report the restrictions that now apply 
to prison labor. No contract system whatever is permitted in any prison, 
but arrangements for the employment of prisoners may be made.by what 
is known as the " piece-price " system, for two kinds of work only, one 
of which is that of caning chairs. All other work is done on public ac- 
count, and under this method prisoners are employed at the State Prison, 
the reformatories, the State Farm, the houses of correction at Cambridge, 
Dedham, Deer Island, New Bedford and Pittsfield and the Lowell JaU. 
Caning chairs by the piece is done in all the other county prisons that have 
any work except in the house of correction at Springfield, — the only prison 
that uses the other piece-price industry. 

The following table, referring to all prisons, shows the number of 
prisoners engaged upon each particular industry : —

1 Goods made for public use only. 
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Makixo Goods fob Public Use. 

So many restrictions were put upon the employment of prisoners by 
the act of 1897, to which reference has already been made, that it became 
imperative to adopt the plan of making goods for public use that had 
been authorized under the statute of 1887, and at present a large nxmiber 
of prisoners are engaged in this way. During the year ending on Novem- 
ber 30, a great many requisitions have been received from the different 
penal and charitable institutions, and as far as possible these requisitions 
have been filled. It is gratifying to report that very few serious com- 
plaints are made by the different institutions, although it has never been 
claimed by the prison authorities that the articles and materials produced 
by prison labor under this plan would be equal in quality to goods pur- 
chased outside. Several times it has been said in this report, with ref- 
erence to the improvement in the grade of manufactures, that gi'eat 
difficulty is experienced in any attempt to perfect special articles, because 
requests from the institutions are so varied in their character. This t]^oublo 
has been aggravated by the fact that, in a few cases, institutions will 
suddenly change their requirements without notice. So few instances of 
this kind occur, however, that it is i)elieved they will shortly disappear 
altogether. No statutory regulation is recommended, unless it might be 
to provide that the different supervising boards should, at stated intervals, 
hold conferences and prescribe a general form of the goods to be produced 
by the labor of prisoners for the institutions. This year the State Prison 
has, the same as heretofore, made the clothing that is sold to other places. 
This clothing is manufactured of the cloth produced on the hand looms at 
Concord. The State Prison also manufactures the boots and shoes and the 
hosiery. A small quantity of the coarser grades of cotton cloth is woven 
here, also on hand looms. 

The Massachusetts Eeformatory makes all the woolen cloth that is dis- 
posed of under this plan. Here, too, blankets are woven, and all the 
blankets are finished at this place, whether they are woven at Concord or 
elsewhere. As heretofore, a few articles of furniture have been made on 
special orders, but since this feature of the industries was organized, the 
prison population has never been large enough to warrant any great ex- 
tension of the business in this direction. 

Owing to the discontinuance of the chair work at the Massachusetts 
Reformatory, many certificates have been given for the purchase of ordi- 
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nary chairs that heretofore have been made by prison labor. If it is 
possible, arrangements will be made elsewhere for the manufacture of the 
cheaper grade of chairs which are used in large quantities by the com- 
bined institutions. Nothing but the absolute necessity of providing em- 
ployment would warrant an attempt to produce articles of furniture to 
any considerable extent ; they can be made so much cheaper on the outside 
by the use of improved machinery, that it would be a waste of time to 
make a trial of their manufacture in the prisons, either by hand labor or 
by the crude methods that are available there. In fact, the only appre- 
ciable help that has been derived from the manufacture of such furniture 
as it is practicable to make in this way is the means it has afforded for 
instruction in cabinet work. 

The Reformatory Prison for Women supplies all the shirts that are 
sold to different institutions, and also makes such clothing for women as 
can be produced in the sewing room at that institution. Cambridge sup- 
plies the mats and brooms and some of the brushes. 

The sales of prison-made goods to public institutions amounted to 
$176,035.42 during the year ending November 30. This is not as large 
an amount as was named in the last report, but it should be noted that 
the statement last year covered a period of fourteen months, on account 
of the change in the termination of the fiscal year. The sales from par-

Libraries in Prisons. 

It has been the practice in this report to state the number of volumes 
in each prison library, and in accordance with this custom, the subjoined 
statement is submitted. It appears that the libraries are all freely used, 
and must be of great service to the prisons. It is suggested that if the 
present allowance for the county prisons is not suflficient to keep the 
libraries in condition to meet the moderate requirements of the prisoners, 
it would be advisable to increase the amount that can be expended for 
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this purpose. The Prison Camp and Hospital has not yet any collection 
of books. Some donations have been made, and the books have been highly 
appreciated. From the character of the institution, however, it will not 
be possible to rebind any of the volumes.

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REPOET OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DIS- 
CHARGED PRISONERS. 



To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

During the year ending Nov. 30, 1907, aid has been furnished to 1,660 
discharged male prisoners, distributed as follows : — 

Eight hundred and twenty-one from the Massachusetts Reformatory 
and 326 from the Prison Camp and Hospital have been helped in various 
ways from the State appropriation for the purpose, the expenditures 
being for : — 

Railroad fares to homes or places of employment, . . $1,492 68 

Board while seeking work, 1,918 44 

Clothing, 1,199 80 

Tools, 148 23 

Miscellaneous, 40 85 

Total, $4,800 00 

One hundred and fifty-nine men released from the State Prison in 
this and other years were aided as follows : —

JBoard or family stores, 1,274 75 

Clothing, 505 09 

Tools, 125 31 

Miscellaneous, 29 00 

Total, $2,250 00 

In addition to the above, 354 other prisoners from the jails, houses of 
correction and the State Farm were helped from the funds of the Massa- 
chusetts Society for Aiding Discharged Convicts, at an expenditure of 
$1,416.06. 
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These figures represent those men who have been helped in a manner 
that involved expense. There are many who have been inmates of prisons 
at some time in the past, and who, recalling the good turn done them at 
the time of their release, ask for sympathy or advice. Their cases are 
much the hardest to deal with. A few think that they are entitled to a 
reward for having kept out of jail. When their presfent condition is com- 
pared with their appearance at the time of their release, it is evident that 
they fared better while in prison. Most of these are victims of the drink 
habit, who cannot stand prosperity. 

For several years the city of Boston employed an agent, and spent a 
small sum annually to help the prisoners from the Suffolk County insti- 
tutions. In recent years this aid has been stopped. It was not much, but 
it has been sadly missed by a class of ex-prisoners who are generally 
homeless. 

During the past year work has been plenty, and those who wanted 
employment have been able to find it without much delay. Some have 
done remarkably well; and when it is remembered how soon we hear of 
those who have gone wrong, it is a source of much gratification that the 
number who have lapsed is so small. 

Out of 148 men released from the State Prison during the year, only 
2 have been re-sentenced there for other offences.

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EBPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DIS- 
CHARGED FEMALE PRISONERS. 



Room 9, State House, Boston, Jan. 11, 1908. 
To the Prison Commissioners: 

I have the honor to submit a report of the work of this office for the 
year ending Nov. 30, 1907. 

My appointment vsras dated Jan. 1, 1907, but during the previous 
month I had performed the duties of the agent, and my work therefore 
covers the entire year. In this time the agent has seen many women who 
were released this year, and not a few who left the prisons in other years. 
In trying to assist these it has been a great help to have had the privilege 
of seeing many of them before they were released; and it has therefore 
been especially useful to go with the commissioners once a month to Sher- 
bom, where the women are allowed to tell their stories when they are 
looking forward to the permit to be at liberty. The interviews have helped 
to make a good use of the money which the State gives for the aid of the 
women, and have assisted the agent also to a knowledge of the circum- 
stances of the unfortunates, which, I trust, has many times enabled her to 
give counsel and direction that is of more benefit than mere financial help. 

Sympathy and advice at a time when they feel the need of a friend 
often go a long way towards encouraging a better spirit in the women, 
and giving them more strength in their struggles to overcome temptation. 

At maijy times in the past it has been easier to find work for willing 
hands than in the year just closed, for lately the question of employment 
hfts become a troublesome problem; and the only consoling thought about 
this matter is that the number of female prisoners has been constantly 
diminishing for many years. Owing to the difficulty of finding work, the 
requests for aid by the same persons have lately been more frequent than 
usual; but, on the other hand, it is 'encouraging to say that many women 
who have been out of prison a long time have called at the office to show 
that they are living honestly, and have expressed their gratitude for what 
it was possible to do for them when they were released. 
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In the year ending Nov. 30, 1907, there were assisted, according to 
their various needs, 604 women, and the expenditures for all purposes 
during that time were as follows : —
